THE LENTEN SEASON 


- 
The churches are centering their thought and 


effort at this Lenten season upon the distinctive mes- 
sage of Christianity in their endeavor to turn the 
thoughts of people toward the abiding things of hu- ,< 
man life. The Easter season is a time of great ingath- j 
ering. Our Puritan forbears, should they reappear' 
upon the scene, would be disturbed, if not shocked. 
to see the churches which they founded observing 
Lent. 


But it is quite likely that if they could forget the 


season of the year, they would see in this Lenten ob- 
servance the very things which they were after when 
they overturned the customs and the observances of 
the church of their day. One need only read the Len-' 
ten addresses in the newspapers to see that men 
getting at the heart of religion as they never did be- 
fore. There are those who still preach and practice 
as if they lived in the sixteenth century rather than 
the twentieth. But we have no hesitation in saying 
that the next twenty-five years are with those who 
have caught the more practical religious spirit of the 
age, not with those who are harking back to an age 
that has forever gone, and cannot be brought back. 


One hears less about the life beyond, and more 


about the life that now is. The spirit of Longfellow, 
.expressed in one of the tales of a Wayside Inn, is be- 
ginning to take: 


- "Our ingress into the world is naked and bare, 


Our progress thro it is trouble and care, 
Our egress from it is nobody knows where, 
If we do well here, we shall do well there-— 


. I could tell you no more if I preached a whole year.' *
